Some of the dressed turkey* were 


carelessly dressed, resulting In bro- 
ken bones, torn skin and bruited fle*h; 
others Indicated a combination of de- 
fects and made it difficult to dispose 
of the bird* at a price which they 
would easily have brought had they 
been properly dressed. 
The depart- 


ment urge* that the*turkey* be care- 
ful!r dressed so that they reach the 
market in a neat, attractive appear- 
ance that will appeal to buyers. 


Many of the birds which have been 


wen 
handled were poorly packed. 


Shippers should be careful to see that 
the turkeys are thoroughly cooled out 
before packing, as otherwise condi- 
tions frequently develop that result 
In lose of the birds and nearly always 
in lower prices, the department says. 
It turkeys are not dry picked and 
shipped under proper refrigeration, It 
ifi desirable that they be ice-packed, 
particularly if weather conditions In- 
dicate unfavorable changa*.

to any of the details necetwry to pnt) 
the bird* on the market In food con- 
dition frequently results in lost and 
waste all the way from producer to 
consumer.

Particularly when 
the commodity is in abundant supply, 
neglect of these details result* In low.
